Assembly Plant April 15 


Atlanta, Ga., March 22 (U. T, 
P. S.).—Production at the $2,000,- 
000 assembly plant of the Chevro- 
let Motor Company here will start 
about April 15, according to W. S. 
Knudsen, president of the com- 
pany, who recently inspected it. 
The production schedule calls for 
the assembly of 2,000 Chevrolets at 
the Atlanta plant during the last 
two weeks in April, with a produc- 
tion during May of 6,000 cars. Ap- 
proximately 100 men will be put to 
work in the big plant the middle of 
April, and this number, it is said, 
will be increased to 300 by the first 
of May, and again to 600 by the

uted from Atlanta to dealers in 


Georgia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama and

ONCORD, N. H., March 22.—

Waycross, Ga., March 22 (U. T. P. 
|S.).—In a ruling just handed down 
by Judge J. D. Blalock of the local 
Circuit Court, the city of Waycross 
has been permanently restrained 
from collecting either license or oc- 
cupational taxes levied against bus 
companies coming into the city.

Is the Salesman’s Job—But 
The Dealer Supplies the Where

HERE is a story told of a Japanese valet—with ambi- 
tions to study medicine—who accompanied his doctor- 
employer to the bedside of an ailing Irishman. The doctor 
examined the patient, whacked him between the shoulders 


and laughed. 

“Get up out there! 
feed of corned beef and cabbage 
and go back to work. You'll be 
all right,” he said. 

And Togo wrote in his little 
notebook: “Corned beef and cab- 
bage cures Irish man.” 

Some time later, in the doctor's 
“ence, Togo took it upon himself 
to administer to an ailing German. 
He examined the patient, whacked 
him between the shoulders, ordered 
him out of bed and prescribed corned 
beef and cabbage. The next day To- 
go's k entry read: “Corned beef 
and cabbage kills Dutchman.” 

In selling automobiles or any- 
thing cise the same principle holds 
true. There is no standardized, 
infallible sales approach, and there 
is no standardized set of magic 
words which will close a sale. The 
method which closes one sale may 
kill another. It is the salesman’s 
ability, or lack of ability, to diag- 
nose each individual prospect’s re- 
action which determines the success 


a 


or failure. But that is the sales- 
man’s job. 
The deaier’s job is different. It is 


part of his job to create an interest 
on the part of the public in the 
product which he is carrying. In 


other words, to build lists of pros- | 


pects for his salesmen to work on 
and to help his salesmen every way 
he can. 

Too many dealers take the atti- 
tude that they are benevolently 
giving their salesmen employment 
and that in doing that they have 
done cnough. Many apparently 
believe that the entire task of 
rooting out prospects and selling 
them cars is the salesman’s job if 
he wants to keep the job they are 
giving him. On the other hand, 
they themselves .expect support 
from the manufacturers, 

The attitude on the part of a 
dealer toward his salesmen is 
wrong. His is essentially a sales 
organization, existing on the profits 
from sales. There are dealers who 
consider that their salesmen are in 
a sense junior partners in their 
@®usiness, and treat them as such. 
One dealer we know sells himself 
to his salesmen as effectively as

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they have sold themselves to him. | 


Well directed effort on his part re- 
sults in well directed effort on the 
part of his salesmen. 

This dealer, as all dealers are, 
is in a position to organize well di- 
rected sales stunts which build 
prospect lists. He gathers valuable 
tips from his service department. 

Many inquiries come in to his 
telephone switch-board. Valuable 
information is passed on to him 
from the manufacturer either by 
letter or through his trade papers. 
He is in much closer contact with 
his competitors than his salesmen 
are and the information gathered 
from all these sources is passed 
on to them at once. 

In this era of competition lost 
motion in sales must be cut to the 
minimum. The dealer cannot af- 
ford to try out a number of catch- 
as-catch-can sales stunts that may 
or may not bring results. His manu- 
facturer and trade papers supply

There are few dealers who, if 
they receive a letter opening with 
these words, would fail to concen- 
trate eagerly on the message it 
contains. The reason is that while 
the car manufacturers, through 
advertising and what not, give 
them every possible help in selling 
new cars, dealers must depend al- 
most entirely on their own in- 
genuity and efforts in the market- 
ing of used cars. 

Certainly there’s hardly a dealer 
in ten who is not interested in’ 
ways and means for moving -used 
cars. The question has become 
not nation but world wide, so that 
even in Great Britain and Europe 
the trade is anxiously seeking a 
remedy for this evil. 


Here is how a successful metro- 
politan dealer is meeting the prob-. 
lem. The Willys-Overland, Inc., in 
New York, where H. M. Davis is 
retail sales manager, has developed 
a plan which has just been put into 
effect and appears to give good re- 
sults. This New York branch, to- 
gether with that of Brooklyn, em- 
ploys some 400 men and women in 
the various departments. 

The plan used by Mr. Davis, 
and which was announced at an 
affair given to all of the com- 
pany’s employees in the New York 
and Brooklyn territory a few days 
ago, provides a cash bonus to 
every employee, except salesmen, 
who turns in a prospect resulting 
in a sale and delivery during the 
Big Game Hunt contest, in other 

words, between March 17- and 
April 21. 

A folder explaining the contest is 
headed with the pictures of several 
animals, to be bagged in the “hunt,” 
an elephant corresponding to the 
sale of a used car over $500, a lion 
standing for one priced at $499 or 
less, while the tiger represents a 
new Great Willys-Knight, the bear a 
Special and the giraffe a Standard. 
The fox is equivalent to the sale of 
a Whippet Six and the rabbit of a 
Whippet Four; but the skunk is the 
symbol of a reported sale on which 
delivery cannot be made. 


At the time of delivery, the man 
or woman responsible for the list- 
ing of the prospect receives $15 
per elephant, or $7.50 per lion. 
The bonus in the case of a new 
Willys-Knight sale is $15, and of 
a new Whippet, $7.50. Extra prizes 
are offered to the man and the 
woman who turn in the greatest 
number of prospects which are 
sold and delivered, the individual 
prices being an order for a $50 
suit and gown, respectively. 
Furthermore; all employees of the 

New York and Brooklyn branches 
are organized in teams of about 
ten .persons each, with captains for 
the teams being chosen by the de- 
partment heads. Each member of 
the team bringing in the greatest 
number of prospects who are sold 
receives a $6.60 ticket to a show, 
while every member of the next-best 
team is given a $3.30 ticket. 

The fact that employees are often 
indirectly instrumental for sales is 
clearly indicated by purchasers 
mentioning to salesmen that they 
have some friend or acquaintance 
working for the organization. -The 
company feels that, in offering 
rewards to iis non-selling force, 
this side of its business may be 
developed further. 

In fact, the contest announcement 
definitely states that “every member 
of the Willys-Overland organization 
who is present here has selling abil- 
ity, otherwise they would not be 
here, as each one had to sell himself 
to the company before he was em- 
ployed, either by reputation, person- 
ality, ability or experience.” 

This reasoning, as well as all other 
thoughts underlying the contest, 
stimulates both the employee's self- 
confidence and his or her determin- 
ation to toe the mark in helping 
the organization to sell its cars.
